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Value of Commodities for SY 08-09 


DESE — SFS is in the process of compiling each LEAs 
total value of commodities received during School Year 
(SY) 08-09 and hopes to have the information available 
by mid to late June. The process involves calculating 
the total number of cases an LEA received of each 
commodity (Open Order, Prorated, and Processed), and 
then assigning the average value of the DF in each case 
to determine the total value of all the DFs received by 
each LEA. The estimated values which are located on 
the Open Order, Prorated list and Processed Order 
Forms are the costs DESE — SFS anticipates paying for 
each commodity, but is not the actual cost. Because 
USDA procures and purchases commodities throughout 
the entire SY, the price fluctuates based on the markets; 
therefore, it is not until all purchases have been made 
for a SY that DESE — SFS can determine the average 
value for each commodity. Open Order and Prorated 
items are calculated as the DF value per case, and 
Processed items are calculated as the average value per 
pound (Ib) multiplied by the number of DF pounds (Ibs) 
in each case. 

Rebates received from manufacturers in the Rebate 
Program and Department of Defense (DoD) Fresh 
Program Values are also included in the letter. 

LEAs will have access to their Value of Commodities 
on the DESE — SFS Commodities Web Site when all of 
the information has been finalized. There will be a 
document containing the values of each commodity 
available from DESE — SFS, as well as a file that will have 
all individual LEAs totals broken out on individual pages. 
LEAs generally will need this information for their 
independent auditors. LEAs contracting with a Food 
Service Management Company (FSMC) will need this 
information to reconcile their billing with the FSMC 
based on how the process is spelled out in the contract. 
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Entitlement Letters for SY 09-10 

Entitlement dollars of USDA DF is a roller coaster of 
events and has a moving target all SY long. Each July 
the commodity per meal rate is published in the Federal 
Register and DESE — SFS will then issue Entitlement 
Letters for each LEA. The Entitlement Letters are 
figured by multiplying an LEA’s Average Daily 
Participation (ADP) in the National School Lunch 
Program by the number of days in a SY (174 days) and 
then multiplied by the updated commodity per meal 
rate. For example, SY 08-09 the commodity per meal 
rate was 20.75 cents per meal, so if LEA Jane Doe had 
an ADP of 200, the Entitlement Letter for LEA Jane Doe 
would show $7,221. (200 x 174 x $.2075 = $7,221) 

The Entitlement Letters are an estimate of the value 
of assistance an LEA can plan to receive from USDA DFs 
for the upcoming SY. They are only an estimate for a 
few reasons. One reason is that Section 6 of the NSLP 
regulations requires that at least 12% of the entire 
federal subsidy for school meals must be in the form of 
commodities, so if that amount is not reached then 
Entitlements could be increased. Another reason is 
based on the utilization of the USDA DFs by each LEA, 
some LEAs will inevitably use more than their estimated 
Entitlement and others will under-utilize. 

Look for Entitlement Letters to be posted on the 
DESE — SFS Commodities Web Site in mid to late July 
after the commodity per meal rate for SY 09-10 is 
published in the Federal Register. 


Open Order Form/Processed Order Forms 
March was the last month to submit Open Orders 
for SY 2008-2009. The first Open Order for SY 09-10 will 
be available in July (due 7-15-09) for August delivery. 
The last month to order Monthly Processed 
products for SY 08-09 was February. The first Monthly 
Order Forms for Processed products for SY 09-10 will be 
available in June (due 6-15-09) for August delivery. 


Commodity Meeting 
In the April Commodity Shelf Newsletter there was

an article about a possible “town hall” type meeting 
concerning commodities. The general response showed 
there was an interest but not a lot of time with the end 
of school nearing. Future meetings will be planned and 


announced at later dates. 
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Product Updates (Bonus..Bonus..Bonus!) 


The slowing economy and excess inventories in 
many markets has triggered USDA to make multiple 
BONUS buys for SY 09-10 and possibly more on the way. 

As noted in a previous Newsletter, USDA bartered 
50 million pounds of BONUS Non-Fat Dry Milk to be 

further processed into end products. DESE — 

SFS has requested two of the end products 

available: Reduced Fat Shredded Cheddar 
Cheese (6 — 5 lb bags per case) and Lite Mozzarella 
Shredded Cheese (30 Ib case). Both items should be 
available early in SY 09-10 on an Open Order. 

BONUS Sliced Ham (8 — 5 Ib hams per case) are 
planned to be available on the July Open 
Order for August delivery. This is a water Q, 
added, cured, boneless, fully cooked, sliced product 
that is 97% fat free. 

BONUS diced Apricots (6 — #10 cans per case) are 
yr planned to be available on the August Open 

Order for September delivery. Le) 

BONUS Individual Quick Frozen (IQF) Wild 
Blueberries (30 lb case) are planned to be available on 
the December Open Order for January delivery. 

BONUS Dried Cherries (4 — 4 lb bags per case) are 
b> planned to be available on the August Open 

Order for September delivery. These cherries 
are dried, pitted, red, tart with sugar or other 
sweeteners added. 

BONUS Walnuts (30 lb bag) are planned to be 
available during the first part of SY 09-10 on the Open 
Order. The Walnuts are shelled English or Persian 
walnuts in small pieces. 

The Whole Grain (WG) Pilot Program received a lot 
of interest from LEAs in Missouri. DESE — SFS plans to 
receive an additional BONUS truck of WG Frozen 
Pancakes AND an additional BONUS truck of WG Frozen 
Tortillas for distribution during SY 09-10. Both WG 
items will be offered on a future Open Order. 

All quantities of BONUS items available on the Open 
Order may have to be adjusted after orders are received 
to accommodate all Open Orders. All LEAs ordering a 
BONUS item will receive at least one case, but 
quantities may have to be scaled back on a percentage 
basis if more requests are received than is on hand in 
inventory. The above dates for each item is planned, 
not guaranteed, and are subject to change. 
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Commodity Deliveries 

LEAs participating in the DF program in Missouri 
receive 9 deliveries a year from DESE — SFS. The last 
delivery for SY 08-09 was made in April. 

The first deliveries for SY 09-10 will begin again in 
August with a tentative first delivery date of August 
3, 2009. 


Equipment Grants 

DESE — SFS has been working on the application 
for the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 
2009 (ARRA or stimulus package) funds and will notify 
Authorized Representatives via E-Mail when the 
information is available. A link will also be available 
on the DESE — SFS Web Site when the information is 
released. There were additional approvals needed 
before releasing the information to LEAs which DESE 
— SFS was unaware of last month and that has 
delayed the information becoming available. 

To find additional information about the ARRA 
funds, visit the DESE Web Site, click on the ARRA Info 
link on the right-hand side, and then click on the 
National School Lunch Program on the right-hand 
side.

DESE Web Applications 

Each year LEAs are required to submit an on-line 
Application Agreement with DESE — SFS. _ This 
agreement details the current Authorized 
Representative, Claim Contact, and Food Service 
Director (FSD). The on-line agreement is designed to 
require an E-Mail address for the Authorized 
Representative, but not for the other two contacts; 
however, sometimes the FSD is the individual that 
DESE — SFS would like to contact. Please include an E- 
Mail address for the FSD, even if the FSD and the 
Authorized Representative is the same person. This 
will allow DESE — SFS to contact your FSD in the event 
information is sent only to FSDs. Also please update 
the phone numbers in the event they may have 
changed.

Prorated Commodities are USDA Donated Foods (DF), which are purchased by DESE - SFS and then equally distributed to all LEAs participating in 
the DF program based on their Average Daily Participation (ADP) in the National School Lunch Program. These commodities are intended to be 
used in the approved Child Nutrition Programs sponsored by USDA. LEAs may REFUSE any Prorated Commodity item they wish by having the 
Authorized Representative contact DESE - SFS in writing at least six (6) weeks prior to the beginning Estimated Delivery Period. Refusals 
can be sent via E-Mail to webreplyascfocom@dese.mo.gov, by Fax to 573-526-3897 or by letter to PO Box 480, Jefferson City, MO 65102-0480.

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Case per ADP means each LEA will receive approximately one (1) case of product for that number of Average Daily Participants. Each LEA will receive AT LEAST 
one (1) case of the product. This figure is only an ESTIMATE! 
. Example: If LEA Jane Doe’s ADP = 100 and A299 = 38 Case/ADP, then they could estimate to receive 2 cases of A299. 

(100 = 38 = 2.63. Round down for estimates). 


Estimated per Case VALUE is the value figured for each case based on the estimated cost per requested truck [determined by the USDA's Electronic Commodity 
Ordering System (ECOS)] divided by the number of cases on each truck. 
. Example: A truck of A608 is estimated by ECOS to cost $56,166 and contain 1,000 cases; therefore the Estimated VALUE is $56,166 = 1,000 = $56.17. 


These commodity BEANS can be credited for a Vegetable or a Meat/Meat Alternate in Food Based Menu Planning, but cannot be credited for BOTH on the same 


menu. 


Beef and Chicken Case/ADP'’s are determined by the response each LEA chose on the Processing Packet for School Year 2009 - 2010. If your LEA chose to process 
any percent of either commodity, then you must adjust the Case/ADP accordingly. If your LEA chose to process 100% of the commodity, then ZERO (0) cases will be 


prorated to your LEA. 


. Example: If you chose to process 50% of your Chicken and your ADP is 100, then you would determine your quantity of A515 cases and multiply by 0.50 to 


estimate that you will receive 2 cases of A515. 


(100 + 20 = 5 cases), (5 cases x 0.50 = 2.5 cases) Round down for estimates. 


MAKE UP deliveries are for LEA’s who chose to defer their pounds of PORK on the Processing Packet for School Year 2009 - 2010 and receive GROUND BEEF 


instead. 


IQF = Individually Quick Frozen 


FRZN = Frozen 


IND = Individual 
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CND = Canned
